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NEEDLES. 

In last Saturday’s Post we were favour- 
ed with a brief account of the manufacture 
of Pins, taken from the Artist’s Manual, 
and from the game source I send a short 
sketch of the process of making Needles. 
An article, although trifling in appearance, 
is indispensably necessary and very useful 
in the hands of our fair Ladies—as Cowper 
says, 

‘‘ The threaded steel flies swifily—” 

— The needle plies its busy task : 

The pattern grows, the well depicted flower, 

Wrought patiently inte the snowy lawn, 

Unfolds its bosom; buds, leaves and sprigs, 

And curling tendrils, gracefully disposed, 

Follow the nimble finger of the fair.” 
From the workshops of England nearly the 
whole world is said to be supplied with this 
article of convenience, affording employ- 
ment to thousands of hands engaged in the 
manufacturing process, which we are in- 
formed is commenced by drawing the steel 
‘nto wire of various sizes suited to the 
fineness of the needles intended to be form- 
ed. The steel thus reduced to fine wire 
is cut into pieces the proper length of the 
needles. ‘These pieces ave then flatted 
at one end-on an anvil in order to form the 
eye, which is punched with a well temper- 
ed steel punch. ‘Phe needle is then point- 
ed with a file, and laid on a long narrow 
iron to be heated red hot over a charcoal 
fire and when taken out is instantly thrown 
into cold water to harden: they are then 
again heated in an iron pan, to temper them

THE ROYAL FAMILY OF SPAIN. 


The Madrid correspondent of an English paper 
gives the following melancholy picture of Royalty. 

“I happened to be walking yesterday ne«r the 
palace, when I observed a number of state carriages 
going towards the principal staircase. I was told 
that the King and the Royal Family were just pre- 
paring to take their usual proMenade, and 1 bad 
the curiosity to see how they appeared. The pa- 
lace is a fine pile of buildings, after the plan of the 
Puilleries at Paris, but upon a less extensive scale. 
It is not yet much more than half completed: the 
Royal Family occupy one side of the square. which 
is built in a light and very graceful style of archi- 
tecture. in the middle there is a noble gateway, 
through which any body may pass during the day 5 
it is, im fact, acommon thoroughfare. As you pass 
through, you see on the right hand ihe principal 
staircase ; on approaching which, I found it lined 
with battle-axe guards ; a party of carbineers, and 
four or five grenadiers occupied the lower steps, 
and stood on each side of the King’s carriare, 
which was in waiting. The infantry guards were 
drawn up in the square betore the palace, and a 
body of horse guards, to the number of five o1 six 
and twenty, Were wailing also in the square to 
escort (i.e. to guard) the Royal carriages. In the 
passage there were two or three military men in 





| undress, and seven or eight old women, who were 
| waiting to present memorials to the King —though 
| they can scarcely be ignorant that the time for ask 
ing favours fiom the King of Spain is past. Afper 
y some time, the King and Queen descended 
the staircase, altended by several officers of state, 
ali in full dress ; that is to say, in dark blue coats, 
turned up with crimson laced with goid, in the 
usual military fashion white small clothes and 
white silk stockings. Such was also the dress af 
the king, in addition to which he wore a blue rib- 
band over his left shoulder, and a star on his breast. 
The Queen a slight genteel figure, appeared in « 
pink satin hat, and a blue silk mantle, edged with 
ermine, which covered the remainder of her dress« 
Her face has a mild beauty in it, which strongly in- 
terests a spectator. It lovked on this occasion, pale 
and oppressed with inward suffering. The tace of 
the King is remarkable fur the vacancy—and, im 
deed, | must say, the deformity of its expression. 
The chin and lower lip protrudes consitictal y bes 
yond the line of the upper features, and seems 
scarcely to belong to them. The upper tip is en- 
veloped in mustachios ; and yet with these features 
almost of the animal tribe, there is a mixture of 
intelligence, loftiness and feebleness ir his eye, 
which indicates 4 peculiar character. Two of the 
officers of state, placed themselves at each side of 
the carriage door, offering their shoulders to the 
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| assistance of her majesty while getiing im. I ob. 


served she merely took the hand of the King and 
got in, not without some effort, withont av almg 
herself of the assistance proffered by the officers 
of state. She smiled not; she searcety locked 
around her and addressed not a syllable te any 
body. The King, who is a good portly figure, 
looked around iike a man who wished to give an 
impression that he was a free agent but who bes 
trayed his real state of duress by a certdin awk- 
wardness which he couid not contro}. He was as 
reserved and silent as the Queen, There is only 
one step, which is firmly fixed. outside, beneaih 
the door of the carriage, and this is so high cUvat 
both their majesties were obliged to ascend it by 
means of a footstool, The footstool was then 
strapped behind, where it hung dangling as the 
carriage drove off. Bui before it left the palace, 
his Majesty put out his hand from the window, and 
received the several petitions, which were present- 
ed to him. lL was rather surprised that chris cus- 
tom is permitted to remain, as it may easily be 
made the vehicle of private communications to the 
King, which the whole system of the household is 
at present framed to intercept. Don Carlos, tue 
King’s eldest biother—and very like him with the 
exception that his figure is short—his wife and 
family followed in the second coach, equally re- 
served. Don Francisco and his consort tollowed 
in the third. Hehas a good, but a short figure — 
In getting in, he gave one or two of the officers g 
nod of recognition, and forced a smile into his coun. 
tenance, winch seemed to be very little valued by 
those for whom it was meant. The three carriages 
rolled away without a cheer, or an expression of 
any sort from the persons present, They were im- 
mediately joined by three other state carriages, fill.

CHURCH GOVERNMENT. 

William Penn, speaking in the name ar 
behalf of the Society of which he was an ornament, 
says, “ The power we claim and use differs both 
in its nature aod object, from the power used by 
the Roman other churches. In nature, for 
Ours is Hot Coercive and penal: In object thev dit- 
fer, becawse thew authority regards matters of 
Faith and Worship; but that we use only order 
and the fecernment of Society And here 1 must 
beseech tose into whose hands this may come, 
te stop awhile and ponder with the spirit of meck- 
fiess and wisdom, this distinction—We never as- 
sumed to ourselves a Faith or bWorship-making 
power, nor did any one ever cherge it upon us; 
our case 1s Slain order, not articles of Fuith—and 
the discipline vt Gowcrnment, not of Wore hip.’— 
The above are the tundamental principles upon 
which the order-end vovernment of the Society of 
the people called Quakers was originally esiab- 
lished. “ Not articles of Fanh, nor matters of 
Worship.” When ecclesiastics of jany profession, 
acting as a collective body, ussume to themselves 
the power of judging thear Christian brethren on 
Matters of tanh aed worshe, the history of almost 
every church shews, that there is scarcely any in- 
justice within their power which they hesitate to 
commit ; though, perhaps, as indivaluals of irre- 
proachable characier.
